•THE MAJESTY OF LAW/ 


Sunday’s press dispatches give 
out two court decisions of unusu­ 
al interest. One was a verdict of 
not guilty for Harry J. Spanned, 
charged with killing Colonel M. 
C. Butler; ihe other was a sus­ 
pended sentence of five years for 
Wm. Bulger of Waco, charged 
with killing Hugh D. Spencer iii 
Decatur last January. 
Spannel had been previously 
acquitted of killing his wife, who 
was shot at the time Colonel But­ 
ler was, and the defense in this 
trial was that of being twice put 
in jeopardy for the same offense. 
He claimed the killing of his wife 
was an accident. 
Bplger shot the Decatur man 
because the form er’s w ife had 
received a letter which it hap­ 
pens was not intended for her at 
all ,but was written by Spencer 
to his own wife, from whom he 
was living apart. 
These two verdicts recall the 
fact that fewer than one man in 
ten is given the death penalty 
for murder, and few er than one 
in three is ever punished. 
Half 
a decade ago Ex-president Wil­ 
liam Howard T aft told us that 
for every hour in the day, every 
day in the year, a murder is done 
in America. The record is rath­ 
er worse now, than better. 
W hile America is undergoing 
a general reconstruction it is im­ 
perative that America’s lawyers 
recognize that “due process of 
law" lias been permitted to run 
rough 
shod 
over decency and 
right. The “majesty of the law ” 
is becoming a by-word and 
re­ 
proach because of the maize of 
technicalities 
which 
lawyers 
have woven into legal procedure. 
When 
will 
our lawyers do 
something to simplify legal pro­ 
cedure and make justice more 
speedy and certain ?

Six years ago I bought Sd acres of 
land, some of it flat and wet. aud about 
35 acres of rolling land badly w ashed; 
some of the gullies too deep to cross. 
We hauled 
brush, 
rock and cane 
mash and filled the gullies as nearly 
full as we could, then terraced the hill­ 
sides so w ater would flow from the 
center of the field to each end of ter­ 
race. 
W here 
terrace 
crossed gullies 
we hauled logs, pine brush and rock, 
making 
a strong 
dam th at held the 
w ater and forced it along the terrace. 
This was ti big task and kept us busy 
after each rain, mending low places 
th a t were broken. 
We ran the rows of 
corn and cotton wit Ii the terraces, aud 
a t the last 
plowing 
of each crop we 
sowed rye for fall and w inter grazing 
aud to help hold the soil. 
Today th a t 
laud is productive 
aud 
few signs of 
gullies can be found. 
About three acres 
of die wet laud 
had been 
partially cleared and aban­ 
doned on account of the w ater. 
We cut 
a ditch one and one-half feet wide by 
two and a half feet deep along the low­ 
est part of till'- land. Then we out sev­ 
eral laterals emptying into the main 
ditch, filled the main ditch aud laterals 
w ith poles cut from the land. pulling 
dirt cut from ditches over the poles so 
th at we could plow across tile ditches. 
The poles drained the land perfectly. 
We put iii an early fall’s hard work 
on that 
piece 
of wet land. 
We were 
bountifully repaid 
for 
our work the 
next year when we gathered 50 bushels 
of corn per acre from that once ugly,
